If  you  remember  very  well  how  you  felt  at  the  end 
of  your  freshman  year  at  Mary  Washington,  you  will 
have  a  good  idea  of  my  present  happiness,  joy,  and 
at  times,  concern.  I  would  be  very  foolish  to  think 
that  in  a  mere  twelve  months  I  had  learned  in  full 
scope  the  total  college  picture,  but  there  are  some 
reactions  that  I  would  like  to  share  with  you. 

First,  I  rather  strongly  feel  that  we  at  the  College, 
and  perhaps  you  who  have  been  students  at  the  Col- 
lege, have  not  fully  realized  that  the  College  is  no 
longer  a  small  liberal  arts  college.  We  all  will  need 
to  re-think  the  total  program  and  the  goals  of  the 
College  in  terms  of  this  larger  frame  of  reference.  I 
am  not  certain  at  the  moment  just  what  is  involved  in 
this  process  of  re-thinking,  but  I  am  certain  that  I 
will  need  and  will  welcome  your  counsel  and  your 
support. 

In  the  second  place,  a  college  must  constantly 
seek  to  strengthen  and  undergird  its  academic  pro- 
gram, for  the  academic  achievement  of  the  student  is 
the  primary  responsibility  of  any  college.  If  I  seem 
to  give  more  thought  to  these  matters  than  to  some 
other  aspects  of  the  college,  I  trust  that  you  will  ap- 
preciate that  in  my  opinion  I  am  placing  first  things 
first.  I  am  not  unaware  that  the  College  and  the 
students  do  derive  profit  from  the  auxiliary  programs 
of  college  life,  but  I  do  not  believe  I  can  overempha- 
size that  the  intellectual  development  of  our  students 
is  our  primary  concern. 

In  the  third  place,  I  am  anxious  to  assist  the 
Alumnae  and  the  Association  in  furthering  the  oppor- 
tunities through  which  they  may  render  even  greater 
service  to  their  Alma  Mater.  We  all  have  a  common 
goal  — the  future  of  Mary  Washington  College  — and  in 
this  future  I  know  you  will  wish  to  play  your  part. 

All  of  us  look  forward  to  your  return  to  the  College 
at  Homecoming.  If  we  can  do  anything  to  make  your 
visit  happier  and  more  stimulating,  please  feel  free  to 
call  upon  us.

Miss  Katherine  F.  Moran,  Assistant  Dean  of  Students 

Miss  Moran  came  to  Mary  Washington  in  September 
1954  as  Assistant  Dean  of  Women.  Her  present  title 
is  Assistant  Dean  of  Students.  Her  duties,  we  feel 
sure,  are  most  interesting  and  rewarding,  as  well  as 
time  and  effort  consuming,  since  she  is  in  charge  of 
all  social  activities  for  students. 

Miss  Moran  was  born  in  Milledgeville,  Georgia, 
and  attended  preparatory  school  in  Milledgeville.  She 
came  to  Virginia  to  obtain  her  BA  at  the  College  of 
William  and  Mary  and  then  deserted  us  to  get  her  MA 
from  the  University  of  North  Caroline  in  Chapel  Hill. 
She  has  taught  for  several  years  in  the  fine  arts  de- 
partments in  various  colleges,  including  Judson  Col- 
lege in  Marion,  Alabama;  Brenau  College  in  Gaines- 
ville, Georgia;  and  Arkansas  College  in  Clarkesville, 
Arkansas.  Just  prior  to  World  War  II,  she  was  teach- 
ing in  the  University  of  Louisiana.  She  then  left  the 
teaching  field  to  take  a  post  with  the  government  in 
the  Recreational  and  Entertainment  Section  of  the 
Special  Services  Department  of  the  U.  S.  Army.  Miss 
Moran  was  with  this  program  from  1942  until  April 
1954.  During  her  period  of  service  with  Special  Serv- 
ices she  had  assignments  which  included  being  Rec- 
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reational  Supervisor  at  Third  Army  Headquarters,  Fort 
McPherson,  Georgia;  Recreational  Adviser  for  various 
areas  in  Europe,  with  headquarters  for  approximately 
a  year  each  in  Paris,  France;  Brussels,  Belgium; 
Berlin,  Germany;  and  Vienna,  Austria.  She  was  also 
for  a  time  the  Recreational  Adviser  in  the  Office  of 
the  Chief  of  Special  Services  at  the  Pentagon  in 
Washington,  D.  C. 

During  the  current  school  year  some  of  the  social 
activities  for  which  Miss  Moran  has  been  responsible 
include:  (1)  twenty  showings  of  movies;  (2)  seven 
dances  — three  at  the  University  of  Virginia  for  Fresh- 
men, various  class  informals,  the  Christmas  Formal, 
and  the  Inaugural  Ball  for  Chancellor  Simpson;  (3) 
coffee  hours,  teas,  and  receptions  —  some  given  for 
convocation  speakers,  others  given  by  various  organi- 
zations on  campus,  and  those  given  by  the  adminis- 
tration during  exams;  (4)  Open  House  with  Miss 
Hargrove  for  the  Senior  Class  (this  will  be  extended 
to  the  entire  student  body  before  the  school  year 
ends);  (5)  special  space  and  equipment  provided  for 
viewing  on  TV  the  election  and  Inauguration  proceed- 
ings; (6)  various  groups  have  been  invited  to  the  cam- 
pus as  guests  for  special  functions  given  by  religious 
organizations  on  the  Hill. 

As  you  can  see,  Miss  Moran  is  eminently  qualified 
to  plan  and  put  into  effect  a  social  program  for  the 
girls  on  the  Hill.  Our  only  complaint  is  that  she 
wasn't  with  us  during  our  undergraduate  days.

REPORT  OF  THE  VOTING  SURVEY  COMMITTEE  OF  THE 
MARY  WASHINGTON  COLLEGE  ALUMNAE  ASSOCIATION 


The  Voting  Survey  Committee  was  appointed  by 
our  Alumnae  Association  Board  of  Directors  and  en- 
dorsed by  the  Association  in  April  1956.  This  Com- 
mittee was  requested  to  survey  our  present  method  of 
election  of  national  officers  of  the  Alumnae  Associa- 
tion, and  to  make  recommendations  and  suggestions 
for  changing  our  methods  if  necessary. 

In  order  that  the  Committee  might  have  the  benefit 
of  comparative  statistics  relative  to  voting  and  elec- 
tion procedures  used  by  alumnae  associations  for 
election  of  national  officers,  a  survey  was  conducted 
in  August  1956.  With  the  approval  of  our  President, 
a  questionnaire  was  prepared  and  mailed  to  the  ex- 
ecutive secretaries  of  one  hundred  alumnae  associa- 
tions, representing  women's  colleges  from  all  48 
states  and  the  District  of  Columbia.  A  stamped  re- 
turn envelope  was  included  with  each  questionnaire. 
We  appreciated  the  cooperation  of  the  78  colleges 
which  returned  questionnaires,  and  extend  sincere 
thanks  for  the  information,  sample  ballots,  bulletins, 
and  constitutions  which  were  supplied.  Twenty-four 
of  these  associations  have  requested  the  results  of 
this  survey. 

The  purpose  of  this  report  is  to  assemble  a  final 
summary  of  the  questionnaire  results  and  to  include 
the  suggestions  and  recommendations  which  were 
presented  to  our  Board  of  Directors  by  this  Committee 
in  October  1956.  This  report  will  be  presented  at  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Alumnae  Association  in  April 
1957  and  forms  the  final  report  of  the  Voting  Survey 
Committee  on  the  requested  survey.

RECOMMENDATIONS   AND    SUGGESTIONS 

PRESENTED    TO    OUR    BOARD    OF 

DIRECTORS    IN    OCTOBER   1956 

The  Voting  Survey  Committee  recommends  that  the 
Mary  Washington  College  Alumnae  Association: 

1.  Keep  the  present  method  of  obtaining  a  nomi- 
nating committee  for  national  officers. 

2.  Adopt  the  policy  of  voting  by  mail  ballot,  with 
the  inclusion  of  write-in  nominations  provided  on  the 
Official  Ballot. 

3.  Have  the  Official  Ballot  mailed  to  all  paid 
members  of  the  Alumnae  Association  in  advance  of 
the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association. 

4.  Set  the  deadline  of  twelve  noon  on  the  day  of 
the  Annual  Meeting  for  the  return  of  Ballots. 

5.  Signify  that  a  majority  of  votes  cast  shall  con- 
stitute an  election. 

6.  Require  the  President  to  cast  a  Ballot  in  a 
special  sealed  envelope,  marked  as  the  President's 
Ballot,  which  would  be  opened  and  counted  for  a 
single  office  only  in  the  case  of  a  tie  for  that  office. 

7.  Comply  with  the  necessary  procedures  for  the 
adoption  of  the  proposed  change  in  the  Constitution 
at  the  April  1957  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association: 
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PRESENT  FORM:  Article  IV,  Section  (2)  Elections: 
The  election  of  officers  shall  be  held  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Association:  Nominations 
shall  be  made  by  a  Nominating  Committee  and  from 
the  floor.  Voting  shall  be  by  secret  ballot.  A 
majority  of  votes  cast  shall  constitute  an  election. 

PROPOSED    CHANGE:       Article   IV,    Section  (2) 
Elections: 

The  election  of  officers  shall  be  held  by  secret 
ballot  from  a  panel  of  candidates  presented  by  the 
Nominating  Committee  and  supplemented  by  candi- 
dates written-in  on  the  Official  Ballot.  Ballots 
shall  be  mailed  to  all  paid  members  of  the  Asso- 
ciation in  advance  of  the  Annual  Meeting.  The 
completed  Ballot  must  be  returned  no  later  than 
twelve  noon  of  the  day  of  the  Annual  Meeting.  A 
majority  of  votes  cast  shall  constitute  an  election. 
The  President  shall  cast  her  Ballot  in  a  marked 
sealed  envelope  prior  to  counting  of  any  Ballots. 
In  case  of  a  tie  in  the  election  for  any  office,  the 
President's  Ballot  shall  be  opened  and  counted 
for  that  office  only. 

In  review  of  the  procedures  required  for  the  elec- 
tion of  National  Officers,  and  in  the  incorporation  of 
new  procedures  as  recommended,  the  Voting  Survey 
Committee  submits  the  following  suggestions  as  an 
aid  in  adopting  new  procedures: 

1.  The  Nominating  Committee  be  appointed  in 
April  rather  than  in  October  in  order  to  allow  more 
time  for  obtaining  nominations  and  biographical  in- 
formation for  those  nominated. 

2.  A  minimum  of  two  candidates  for  each  office 
be  established  if  possible. 

3.  The  Summer  Bulletin  provide  a  form  for  sugges- 
tions for  nomination  of  officers  to  be  elected  the  fol- 
lowing Spring,  which  would  be  returned  to  the  Nomi- 
nating Committee. 

4.  Biographical  sketches  and  photographs  (if  pos- 
sible) of  all  nominations  presented  by  the  Nominating 
Committee  be  printed  in  the  Homecoming  Edition  of 
the  Bulletin. 

5.  Official  Ballots  be  a  separate  enclosure  of  the 
Homecoming  Bulletin  for  all  paid  members. 

6.  The  Ballot  should  include  provisions  for  write- 
in  nominations  for  each  office  listed. 

7.  The  full  name  and  class  be  the  only  informa- 
tion printed  on  the  Ballot  for  each  candidate. 

8.  The  following  forms  be  considered  for  the  Offi- 
cial Ballot: 

a.  Return  addressed  post  card  ballot. 

b.  Return  envelope  type  ballot  (without  post- 
age). 

c.  Single  slip,  paper  ballot  which  would  be 
small  enough  to  eliminate  folding  for  mailing. 

9.  A  special  Ballot  be  printed  in  the  Homecoming 
Bulletin  which  could  be  used  by  unpaid  members  not 
receiving  the  Official  .Ballot,  provided  the  payment  of 
dues  accompanies  the  return  of  the  Special  Ballot. 

10.  The  results  of  the  election  be  announced  at 
Homecoming  at  the  Luncheon  meeting  and  installa- 
tions be  held  at  the  Banquet  as  is  our  present  custom.
